U.S. Sticks to 
Plan on Jap 
Peace Treaty

for early Japanese peace treaty 
discussions by all other interested 
powers. 


The Soviets have Iwice rejecled 
U. S. proposals for a conference 
of all Ine 11 interested Pacific na- 
tions. Russia insists that the mai- 
ler firsl should be discussed and 
the groundwork laid by the four 
big Pacific powers—Britain, China, 
Russia and the United Stales. 


American officials, in turn, have 


rejected the Russian view. 
They 


hold that establishment of the 11- 
power far Eastern Commission, of 
which Russia is a member, "con- 
stituted a recognition of the 
pri- 


mary interests of these powers in 
post surrender policy mailers for 
japan and hence in Ihe peace settle- 
ment." 
To some top State Department 


officials, the only alternative is for 
the United States, acting in consul- 
tation with the Pacific powers oth- 
er than the Soviet Union to 
go 
ahead and schedule 
a date 
for 


starling the Japanese peace talks. 


When the 10 powers do agree on 


a time and place for such a meet- 
ing, the Soviet Union undoubtedly 
will be extended another invitation 
to participate.

U.S. Sticks to 
Plan on Jap 
Peace Treaty

for early Japanese peace treaty 
discussions by all other interested 
powers.

U. S. proposals for a conference 
of all Ine 11 interested Pacific na- 
tions. Russia insists that the mai- 
ler firsl should be discussed and 
the groundwork laid by the four 
big Pacific powers—Britain, China, 
Russia and the United Stales. 


American officials, in turn, have 


rejected the Russian view. 
They 


hold that establishment of the 11- 
power far Eastern Commission, of 
which Russia is a member, "con- 
stituted a recognition of the 
pri- 


mary interests of these powers in 
post surrender policy mailers for 
japan and hence in Ihe peace settle- 
ment." 
To some top State Department 


officials, the only alternative is for 
the United States, acting in consul- 
tation with the Pacific powers oth- 
er than the Soviet Union to 
go 
ahead and schedule 
a date 
for 


starling the Japanese peace talks. 


When the 10 powers do agree on 


a time and place for such a meet- 
ing, the Soviet Union undoubtedly 
will be extended another invitation 
to participate. 
As heard by government moni- 
ors here, the Moscow radio has 
jeen highly critical this week of 
he U. S. policy toward Japan in 
general and the plans for Ihe peace 
alks in particular.

U.S. Sticks to 
Plan on Jap 
Peace Treaty

of all Ine 11 interested Pacific na- 
tions. Russia insists that the mai- 
ler firsl should be discussed and 
the groundwork laid by the four 
big Pacific powers—Britain, China, 
Russia and the United Stales. 


American officials, in turn, have 


rejected the Russian view. 
They 


hold that establishment of the 11- 
power far Eastern Commission, of 
which Russia is a member, "con- 
stituted a recognition of the 
pri- 


mary interests of these powers in 
post surrender policy mailers for 
japan and hence in Ihe peace settle- 
ment." 
To some top State Department 


officials, the only alternative is for 
the United States, acting in consul- 
tation with the Pacific powers oth- 
er than the Soviet Union to 
go 
ahead and schedule 
a date 
for 


starling the Japanese peace talks. 


When the 10 powers do agree on 


a time and place for such a meet- 
ing, the Soviet Union undoubtedly 
will be extended another invitation 
to participate. 
As heard by government moni- 
ors here, the Moscow radio has 
jeen highly critical this week of 
he U. S. policy toward Japan in 
general and the plans for Ihe peace 
alks in particular.

U.S. Sticks to 
Plan on Jap 
Peace Treaty

Despile Russian opposition,

United Stales was reporled delerm 
ined loday to go ahead with plans 
for early Japanese peace treaty 
discussions by all other interested 
powers. 


The Soviets have Iwice rejecled 
U. S. proposals for a conference 
of all Ine 11 interested Pacific na- 
tions. Russia insists that the mai- 
ler firsl should be discussed and 
the groundwork laid by the four 
big Pacific powers—Britain, China, 
Russia and the United Stales. 


American officials, in turn, have 


rejected the Russian view. 
They 


hold that establishment of the 11- 
power far Eastern Commission, of 
which Russia is a member, "con- 
stituted a recognition of the 
pri- 


mary interests of these powers in 
post surrender policy mailers for 
japan and hence in Ihe peace settle- 
ment." 
To some top State Department 


officials, the only alternative is for 
the United States, acting in consul- 
tation with the Pacific powers oth- 
er than the Soviet Union to 
go 
ahead and schedule 
a date 
for 


starling the Japanese peace talks. 


When the 10 powers do agree on 


a time and place for such a meet- 
ing, the Soviet Union undoubtedly 
will be extended another invitation 
to participate. 
As heard by government moni- 
ors here, the Moscow radio has 
jeen highly critical this week of 
he U. S. policy toward Japan in 
general and the plans for Ihe peace 
alks in particular.

U.S. Sticks to 
Plan on Jap 
Peace Treaty

Washington, Sept. 6 —(UP)— 
Despile Russian opposition, 
the 


United Stales was reporled delerm 
ined loday to go ahead with plans 
for early Japanese peace treaty 
discussions by all other interested 
powers. 


The Soviets have Iwice rejecled 
U. S. proposals for a conference 
of all Ine 11 interested Pacific na- 
tions. Russia insists that the mai- 
ler firsl should be discussed and 
the groundwork laid by the four 
big Pacific powers—Britain, China, 
Russia and the United Stales. 


American officials, in turn, have 


rejected the Russian view. 
They 


hold that establishment of the 11- 
power far Eastern Commission, of 
which Russia is a member, "con- 
stituted a recognition of the 
pri- 


mary interests of these powers in 
post surrender policy mailers for 
japan and hence in Ihe peace settle- 
ment." 
To some top State Department 


officials, the only alternative is for 
the United States, acting in consul- 
tation with the Pacific powers oth- 
er than the Soviet Union to 
go 
ahead and schedule 
a date 
for 


starling the Japanese peace talks. 


When the 10 powers do agree on 


a time and place for such a meet- 
ing, the Soviet Union undoubtedly 
will be extended another invitation 
to participate. 
As heard by government moni- 
ors here, the Moscow radio has 
jeen highly critical this week of 
he U. S. policy toward Japan in 
general and the plans for Ihe peace 
alks in particular. 
The government-controlled 
ra- 


dio said the United Stales had ig- 
lored "the most important recom- 
Tiendalion of 
the Allied Contro 


louncil for Japan." 
"The Unitecl Slates is pursuing 


,he same policy of unilateral ac 
tion in the question of the peace 
treaty with Japan," the Moscow 
radio said. "The American govern 
m-cnt, on its own account, made 
the proposal for the convention o 
a conference of 11 countries on Ihe 
drafting of the peace treaty with 
Japan, not considering it naces 
sary firsl to discuss this convcn 
tion with ihe other great powers. 
"In other 
words, 
tne Unitei 


States does not intend to take th 
interests and wishes of the othe 
great powers into consideration.'

FCC to Decide 
on Radio 
Editorials 


Washington, 
Sept. 8 
—(UP) — 
The Federal Communications Com- 
mission today set next Jan. 12 as 
the date for hearings on whether 
'radio stations should be permitted 
to express editorial opinions over 
the air. 


The FCC now is guided by a rul 


ing laid down in the so-called May 
flower Broadcasting Corp., case of 
Jan: 1941..'Thnt ruling states that 
radio stations "cannot serve the best 
interests of the public by advocat 
ing partisan issues. 


The commission said in ordering 


the hearing that the question of ra- 
dio editorializing is of such import 
ance that a pubic hearing is neces 
sary to decide the issue. 
"Free speech" groups 
recently 


urged the commission to revise its 
1941 stand. They contend that radio 
stations have an obligation to the 
public similar to that of newspap 
rs.

FCC to Decide 
on Radio 
Editorials 


Washington, 
Sept. 8 
—(UP) — 
The Federal Communications Com- 
mission today set next Jan. 12 as 
the date for hearings on whether 
'radio stations should be permitted 
to express editorial opinions over 
the air. 


The FCC now is guided by a rul 


ing laid down in the so-called May 
flower Broadcasting Corp., case of 
Jan: 1941..'Thnt ruling states that 
radio stations "cannot serve the best 
interests of the public by advocat 
ing partisan issues. 


The commission said in ordering 


the hearing that the question of ra- 
dio editorializing is of such import 
ance that a pubic hearing is neces 
sary to decide the issue. 
"Free speech" groups

FCC to Decide 
on Radio 
Editorials 


Washington, 
Sept. 8 
—(UP) — 
The Federal Communications Com- 
mission today set next Jan. 12 as 
the date for hearings on whether 
'radio stations should be permitted 
to express editorial opinions over 
the air. 


The FCC now is guided by a rul 


ing laid down in the so-called May 
flower Broadcasting Corp., case of 
Jan: 1941..'Thnt ruling states that 
radio stations "cannot serve the best 
interests of the public by advocat 
ing partisan issues. 


The commission said in ordering 


the hearing that the question of ra- 
dio editorializing is of such import 
ance that a pubic hearing is neces 
sary to decide the issue. 
"Free speech" groups 
recently 


urged the commission to revise its 
1941 stand. They contend that radio 
stations have an obligation to the 
public similar to that of newspap 
rs.

FCC to Decide 
on Radio 
Editorials 


Washington, 
Sept. 8 
—(UP) — 
The Federal Communications Com- 
mission today set next Jan. 12 as 
the date for hearings on whether 
'radio stations should be permitted 
to express editorial opinions over 
the air. 


The FCC now is guided by a rul 


ing laid down in the so-called May 
flower Broadcasting Corp., case of 
Jan: 1941..'Thnt ruling states that 
radio stations "cannot serve the best 
interests of the public by advocat 
ing partisan issues. 


The commission said in ordering 


the hearing that the question of ra- 
dio editorializing is of such import 
ance that a pubic hearing is neces 
sary to decide the issue. 
"Free speech" groups 
recently 


urged the commission to revise its 
1941 stand. They contend that radio 
stations have an obligation to the 
public similar to that of newspap 
rs.

FCC to Decide 
on Radio 
Editorials 


Washington, 
Sept. 8 
—(UP) — 
The Federal Communications Com- 
mission today set next Jan. 12 as 
the date for hearings on whether 
'radio stations should be permitted 
to express editorial opinions over 
the air. 


The FCC now is guided by a rul 


ing laid down in the so-called May 
flower Broadcasting Corp., case of 
Jan: 1941..'Thnt ruling states that 
radio stations "cannot serve the best 
interests of the public by advocat 
ing partisan issues. 


The commission said in ordering 


the hearing that the question of ra- 
dio editorializing is of such import 
ance that a pubic hearing is neces 
sary to decide the issue. 
"Free speech" groups 
recently 


urged the commission to revise its 
1941 stand. They contend that radio 
stations have an obligation to the 
public similar to that of newspap 
rs. 
The groups also pointed out there 


wpre only 900 radio stations; before 
the war 
rio'w.

FCC to Decide 
on Radio 
Editorials 


Washington, 
Sept. 8 
—(UP) — 
The Federal Communications Com- 
mission today set next Jan. 12 as 
the date for hearings on whether 
'radio stations should be permitted 
to express editorial opinions over 
the air. 


The FCC now is guided by a rul 


ing laid down in the so-called May 
flower Broadcasting Corp., case of 
Jan: 1941..'Thnt ruling states that 
radio stations "cannot serve the best 
interests of the public by advocat 
ing partisan issues. 


The commission said in ordering 


the hearing that the question of ra- 
dio editorializing is of such import 
ance that a pubic hearing is neces 
sary to decide the issue. 
"Free speech" groups 
recently 


urged the commission to revise its 
1941 stand. They contend that radio 
stations have an obligation to the 
public similar to that of newspap 
rs.

As lor German industry, it seems 
inevitable now that it must be ve- 
yived and carefully controlled.
